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WOMAN JAILED FOR 
ORDERING BEATING

A WOMAN complicit in the brutal pun¬ 
ishment beating of a man she put in 
charge of managing two cannabis facto¬ 
ries on her behalf has been jailed. 

The 31-year-old victim suffered life-threaten¬ 
ing injuries requiring emergency surgery after 
being summoned to the woman’s then home in 
Creighton Road, Tottenham, on March 15 last 
year. There he was subjected to a horrifically 
violent attack by a henchman wearing a knuckle¬ 
duster who also strangled him with a belt until he 
lost consciousness. 

Trang Pham, 39, was sentenced to 11 years in 
prison for conspiracy to inflict grievous bodily 
harm with intent when she appeared at Snares- 
brook Crown Court last Wednesday. She also 
received seven years for conspiracy to produce 
cannabis and two years for possession of crimi¬ 
nal property, to run concurrently. 

She had been found guilty by a jury of all the 
charges at Wood Green Crown Court in October. 

Her trial heard that in a group of masked men 
had robbed one of the cannabis factories in a res¬ 
idential property in Chesham, Buckinghamshire, 
in March 2014 stealing 110 cannabis plants. 

Her other cannabis factory, in Tring, Hertford-

shire, was raided by police, who found 400 
cannabis plants. 

Pham blamed the victim for the Chesham inci¬ 
dent and demanded he went to her Tottenham 
address. 

When he arrived, he was led into the living 
room where he was attacked, initially with the 
knuckleduster. He was then punched and kicked 


and strangled with a belt sustaining significant 
facial and bodily injuries before being dragged 
unconscious to an alleyway where he was later 
found by residents. 

The mystery man who beat him has never been 
traced despite a police appeal. 

Detectives found Pham eight months later hid¬ 
ing at her new address on the Frampton Park 
Estate, in Hackney, east London, where they dis¬ 
covered £25,000 cash, the majority of which was 
concealed in boots on top of a kitchen unit. 

During her trial Pham refused to provide evi¬ 
dence and claimed that she had no knowledge of 
and was not present during the assault. 

It was also claimed that she had no knowledge 
that the properties were being used to produce 
cannabis. 

Investigating officer Detective Constable Jay 
Abbott, from Haringey CID, said: “The length of 
sentence passed reflects the severity of a pre¬ 
meditated, sustained and vicious attack in which 
the victim was left with life-threatening injuries 
that required a number of emergency surgical 
procedures. 

“The motive of this attack was connected to 
large-scale cannabis production and a prosecu¬ 
tion was only successfully brought about due to 
the assistance of colleagues in Hertfordshire and 
Thames Valley Police.” 


Memorial set to be restored to former glory 


A TOWERING memorial to Tottenham’s war 
dead is to be restored to its former glory after 
the 93-year-old landmark began showing signs 
of wear and tear. 

The striking monument, the centrepiece of 
which is a 10-foot-tall bronze winged Angel of 
Peace statue mounted on a cenotaph of similar 
height, has stood since 1923 at the southern end 
of Tottenham Green and is a local landmark. 

The Grade Two listed structure will be 
repaired and original features such as the York 
stone paving slabs restored. 

It will also be cleaned and the surrounding 
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bollards and grates and chains restored. 
Improvements are scheduled to be completed 
in the spring. 

The work is part of the £1.5million 
regeneration of Tottenham Green, which 
includes the restoration of nearby Tottenham 
Town Hall. 

Mayor of Haringey Jennifer Mann said: “It’s 
important that we honour the men and women 
who have given their lives in the service of their 
country and the borough’s war memorials play 
a vital part in keeping their sacrifice at the 
forefront of our minds.”

Injunction bars 
man from four 
council offices 

A MAN banned from an old people’s 
housing scheme because of his drunken, 
loutish behaviour has now been barred 
by Haringey Council from four of its offices. 

The injunction the local authority took out 
against Terence Thompson, of Willan Road, 
on the Broadwater Farm Estate, in 
Tottenham, in June last year, following 
repeated aggressive behaviour towards 
elderly residents of Brookside House 
sheltered housing scheme, in Lordship Lane, 
was extended last week. 

The 56-year-old was served with a fresh 
injunction after he turned up last month at 
the Broadwater Farm office of Homes for 
Haringey - the arm’s-length organisation 
which runs council housing - and became 
aggressive, telling one member of staff he 
was going to kill him. 

He now faces being arrested if he sets foot 
inside the estate’s community centre or 
reception facility as well as Wood Green or 
South Tottenham customer service centres. 
Haringey Homes is beginning eviction 
proceedings against him. 

The council’s cabinet member for 
communities Bernice Vanier said: “We will 
not tolerate threatening or abusive behaviour 
towards our staff or that of our partners, 
who have a right to do their jobs without 
being intimidated.”

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Has last bell rung 
for popular pub?

A CAMPAIGNER who fought tooth and nail to 
save a landmark pub admits he is “very disap¬ 
pointed” with Enfield Council’s decision to 
back a property sdevelopment on the site in 
Winchmore Hill. 

At a meeting of the local authority’s planning 
committee in Enfield Civic Centre, in 
Silver Street, on Tuesday night last week, 
councillors granted permission to proposals 
to turn the site of the Green Dragon, at the 
corner of Vicars Moor Lane and Green Lanes, 
into a luxury housing development with a 
supermarket attached. 

In the face of a campaign opposing the devel¬ 
opment, councillors gave the go-ahead to the 
plans to build seven three-storey, three-bedroom 
townhouses, two flats and a supermarket on the 
site of the pub, 

Mike McClean, from Winchmore Hill, had 
been at the vanguard of the campaign to save 
the pub since it was sold to property developers 
last February. 

Along with his wife, Sharon, he applied twice 
to the council for asset of community value sta¬ 
tus for the pub, which has existed on or near its 
current site since 1726. 

However, after their second attempt failed in 
the autumn last year, the couple learned that the 
developers had submitted an application to the 
council which, if granted, would put an end to 
their plans to bring the pub back to life. 

Speaking after the planning committee meet¬ 
ing last week, Mr McClean told the Advertiser 
that he was “very, very disappointed”. 


Mr McClean is concerned that the precedent 
set by the council in refusing to grant ACV sta¬ 
tus to the pub, which paved the way for the plan¬ 
ning application to go ahead, will mean that 
developers will be eyeing every piece of pub 
real estate in the borough - hoping to get their 
hands on them and turn them into flats and 
chain supermarkets under residents’ noses. 

He said: “If a plot of land is worth enough 
money to a developer, then nowhere is safe 
and developers have now seen that the council 
won’t support the community when they try and 
stand up to them.” 

On the back of these fears Mr McClean has 
pledged to fight for the future of other pubs in 
the borough, including those earmarked for clo¬ 
sure along a stretch of Hertford Road, and he is 
hoping that he can help the council make it eas¬ 
ier for people to win asset of community value 
status for their locals. 

He added: “At the minute it seems as if the 
council need you to be able to prove that a pub 
will be of use to every single person in the com¬ 
munity, but with the best will in the world, that 
can never happen.” 

A council spokeswoman said: “Enfield Coun¬ 
cil’s current approach to evaluating ACV nomi¬ 
nations is in line with government legislation 
and its decision-making process is transparent 
and robust. 

“However, there seems to be a fundamental 
misunderstanding of what an ACV is and 
the very strict criteria that a building must 
satisfy before being given the benefit of this sta¬ 
tus. For example, the historic nature of a build¬ 
ing cannot lawfully be considered in any 
proposed listing.”

Church bells set 
to ring out agai

A CHURCH is celebrating 
the restoration of its 62-foot- 
high tower, meaning that the 
bells can ring out again. 

Scaffolding has now been 
removed from the 600-year- 
old tower at the historic All 
Saints Parish Church in 
Edmonton, a year after the 
£331,000 restoration on the 
crumbling tower project got 
under way. 

The project received a 
£216,500 grant from the 
National Lottery and the con¬ 
gregation staged a series of 
events to raise the rest. 

Father Stuart Owen said: 
“We had a series of events 
about the history of 
the church. 

“One of the rewarding 
things is it’s brought a lot of 
people to the church who’ve 
said it’s their first time in the 
church. It has put us on peo¬ 
ple’s radar.” 

Centuries exposed to the 
elements meant some of 
the stone work had disinte¬ 
grating. 

When architect Colin Kerr 
visited for the church’s 
inspection in 2009, he said: 
“Most significantly, the 
tower stonework is in poor 


condition, particularly at the 
upper levels and a major 
repair programme is now 
needed to deal with this.” 

The church was put on 
English Heritage’s Buildings 
At Risk register in 2010 and 
by 2013 conservation experts 
noted: “Following a very bad 
winter, the tower stonework 
and roofs are now in a very 
poor condition.” 

Crumbling Kentish rag¬ 
stone was replaced and the 
whole of the parapet on the 
top of the tower was rebuilt 
as part of the project by 
restoration specialists Bakers 
of Danbury. 

Father Owen added: “After 
600 years, it got crumbly. 
There were bits falling off 
and we’ve had the whole 
tower fenced off since 2010. 
I’m really looking forward to 
the fences coming down.” 

Parishioner O’Dessie 
Mason climbed the 84 steps 
to inspect the restoration and 
said: “It looks beautiful.” 

Gladys Rixson said: “We 
were involved in the 
fundraising. We had quiz 
nights, we did all sorts of 
things to raise the money.” 

Siblings Charles and Mary 
Lamb, who are best known 
for their children’s book 
Tales from Shakespeare, are 


buried in the churchyard, in 
Church Street. 

The church is the venue for 
an illustrated talk tomorrow 
at 7.30pm. 

Mr Kerr will tell the tale of 
“a Great West End Tower” 
and its restoration. 


The church will also mark 
the tower’s restoration with a 
day of bell ringing on Satur¬ 
day, February, 27 from 10am 
to 5pm. 

The bells were silenced 
during the restoration, while 
the scaffolding was up.

YOUNGSTERS didn’t just 
grab bargains - they rode away 
on them when their school held 
a second-hand bike sale. 

The playground of Merryhills 
Primary School, in Bincote 
Road, Enfield, resembled a 
used car lot, but with 
two-wheeled transport instead 
of automobiles. 

There were rows of cycles 
which pupils and parents had 
generously donated, either 
because they had outgrown 
them or didn’t want them 
any longer. 


Youngsters and adults were 
able to pick a bike up at 
fraction of the cost of a new 
cycle as part of the Cycle 
Enfield scheme run by Enfield 
Council and the company 
Peddle My Wheels. 

It’s aim is to get more people 
pedalling because of the 
benefits to health and the 
environment. 

Five more sales are planned 
at schools in the future 
including Alma Primary, in 
Alma Road, Ponders End, and 
Firs Farm Primary, in 


Rayleigh Road, Palmers Green. 

The council’s cabinet 
member for environment 
Daniel Anderson said: “This is 
a fantastic scheme. It not only

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Campaigners speak out after tragedy

CAMPAIGNERS have spoken out about 
their road safety concerns in Enfield after 
a pedestrian died in a collision on the 
busy A10 Great Cambridge Road in Bush 
Hill Park. 

The man, who has not yet been named by 
police, died after he was involved in a colli¬ 
sion with a lorry on the southbound carriage¬ 
way near the junction with Trinity Avenue at 
about 2.45pm on Wednesday last week. 

The air ambulance was called out and 
landed at the playing field, beside the A10. 

The man, who was thought to be 59, was 
treated by paramedics and an ambulance 
crew - but died at the scene. 

An ambulance service spokeswoman said: 


“Sadly, despite extensive efforts by medics at 
the scene to save him, a man was pronounced 
dead by the doctor from the air ambulance.” 

The lorry driver stopped at the scene and is 
helping police with their inquiries. No 
arrests have been made. 

Rosemary Mehmet, from the Save 
Bullsmoor Lane campaign, thought barriers 
could make the road safer. 

A 68-year-old pedestrian died in a collision 
on the road in December. 

“One death is too many,” she said. “If we 
could just get a road that’s just for industrial 
traffic, it would get it away from schools 
and pedestrians.” 

Her group is calling for a road to divert 
M25-bound lorries from Bullsmoor Lane. 

Allison Paing, from the Safer Crossing 
action group, which wants improvements at 


the crossroads at Parsonage Lane and Baker 
Street, in Enfield Town, said she knew the 
road well. 

“I used to cross it to go the Edmonton 
County School,” she said. “A friend of mine 
had a broken leg after an accident there.” 

She said it would be difficult to include 
more safety measures as the road is such a 
direct route to central London. 

However, she added: “I don’t think there 
are enough speed cameras along the A10.” 

Detectives from the Serious Collision 
Investigation Unit at Chadwell Heath are 
investigating and want to hear from wit¬ 
nesses who may not have contacted them.

Cycle lanes consultation is extended 


A PUBLIC consultation 
into a proposed stretch 
of cycle lanes in the east 
of the borough has 
been extended. 

The public consultation 
into proposals to create a 
stretch of partially 
segregated cycle lanes 
along Hertford Road was 
due to end last week on 
February 12. 

However, the closing 
date has now been 
extended for more than a 
month and residents keen 
to have their say on the 
scheme will have until 


March 20 to complete 
the consultation. 

The proposals, which 
are accessible via 
www. cycleenfield, co.uk , 
include a radical redesign 
for the Edmonton 
Green roundabout. 

The proposed plans for 
the roundabout would 
see cyclists completely 
separated from all 
motor traffic. 

They would have their 
own two-way cycle path 
around the edges of the 
roundabout, protecting 
them from the buses 


travelling to and from the 
bus station and from the 
HGVs travelling north and 
south along the road. 

The plans for the road, 
from the Edmonton Green 
roundabout all the way 
south along the road to 
the junction with the 
North Circular, include 
the same partially 
segregated cycle lanes 
which will be separated 
from motor traffic by low 
rubber buffers, rather 
than the full protection 
for cyclists offered by the 
cycle superhighways in 


central London. Bus stop 
boarders, which caused 
such concern elsewhere 
the borough where they 
feature in plans for the 
Green Lanes cycle scheme, 
are also included. 

These are redesigned bus 
stops with a bus moving 
into the cycle lane and 
passengers getting off 
directly in the path of 
cyclists, with the 
expectation that cyclists 
will stop and wait for the 
time it takes for passengers 
to get on and off a bus. 

The boarders proved 


controversial in earlier 
consultations, with 
residents and some cyclists 
expressing the fear that 
they are not safe as they 
leave vulnerable bus users, 
children and those with 
disabilities, in the path of 
cyclists who may be too 
impatient to wait for them 
to clear the way. 

Cyclists have also 
expressed concerns that 
buses competing with them 
for road space will lead to 
increased chance of a 
collision between double 
deckers and cyclists.

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‘I’ll do whatever I 
can,’ MP assures 
teacher’s family 

Burrowes pledges support to safety campaign

AN MP has pledged to do all he can to help a 
grieving Winchmore Hill family launch a cam¬ 
paign to alert people to the dangers of carbon 
monoxide poisoning. 

David Burrowes, the MP for Enfield Southgate, 
is the constituency MP of Mark and Chrissy Ding- 
ley, whose daughter Francesca died from carbon 
monoxide poisoning just weeks after arriving in 
the Cheng Du province of China to teach English 
to schoolchildren in February last year. 

Last week this paper reported on the launch of 
their campaign set up in the wake of their daugh¬ 
ter’s death to make people travelling abroad aware 
of the dangers of carbon monoxide poisoning. 

The MP, whose eldest daughter went to the same 
primary school and secondary school as Francesca, 
has taken a personal interest in the campaign and 
is embarking on an intensive lobbying exercise in 
a bid to get the government to change the advice 
issued to travellers, as well as changing regulations 
around the level of care organisations that employ 
British young people abroad must provide. 

Francesca, of Hadley Way, who was 22 and is 
former pupil of Dame Alice Owen’s School, in 
Potters Bar, was working for an English First lan¬ 
guage school at the time of her death. 


The school she was employed by was not 
directly run by the company, but rather its Chinese 
franchise, and when school managers checked the 
accommodation they were providing for their 
employees the inquest into the tragedy established 
they had only carried out a cursory check and had 
not ensured all appliances in the flat were safe. 

Mr Burrowes said: “My oldest daughter is study¬ 
ing primary school teaching at the moment and as 
part of her studies she will be spending a year 
abroad. I want to make sure that young people like 
Francesca, like my daughter, are not put at risk by 
the companies who use their talents and goodwill. 

“That means getting the government to take 
action on this because as well as encouraging peo¬ 
ple to bring portable carbon monoxide detectors 
with them when they travel, we need to know that 
companies meet the same safety requirements that 
they would have to in this country.” 

Mr Burrowes’s approach to getting the govern¬ 
ment to take action on the issue will include set¬ 
ting up a meeting between the Dingley family and 
a representative from the Foreign Office. 

He will then approach the all-party parliamen¬ 
tary group on carbon monoxide poisoning and ask 
them to hear evidence from Francesca’s parents. 

Ultimately, he hopes to table a debate on the 
issue in the House of Commons. 
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Magistrates on the 
move as court is 
marked for closure

THE building which houses Enfield magistrates’ 
court will close next year. 

The decision has been announced by the govern¬ 
ment’s Courts and Tribunals Service as a cost-cut- 
ting measure which will see the closure of 86 of 
the 460 courts in England and Wales. 

The closures are predicted to save £27million. 

It cost £340,000 to run the court, in Lordship 
Lane, Tottenham, last year, said a government 
report. It said the court was used to just 22 per cent 
of its capacity. 

The building will shut between April and June 
next year and hearings will be transferred to High¬ 
bury Corner magistrates’ court in Islington. 

One barrister who responded to the consultation 
said: “Highbury is run like a factory with over¬ 
loaded lists. I can only see that getting worse if you 
shut Tottenham.” 

The closure was opposed by seven of the ten 
consultation respondents, with two in favour. 

Among alternative suggestions were moving the 
court to Enfield Civic Centre, in Silver Street, the 
Dugdale Centre, in London Road, Enfield Town, 
or Edmonton County Court, in Fore Street. 

In its response to the consultation, the Courts 
and Tribunals Service said it had “considered the 
travel times users will experience, particularly 
those attending court from the London boroughs 


of Ponders End and Edmonton (SIC) for council 
tax hearings”. 

However, the times were not deemed “excessive”. 

The service also said: “It is further noted that 
although significant numbers of council tax sum¬ 
monses are issued each month, a large proportion 
result in an out-of-court settlement and less than 
one per cent over a 10-month period for this year 
resulted in an adjournment.” 

Alternative ways of conducting business for peo¬ 
ple who would find it difficult to travel to a court 
elsewhere would be considered. 

The report added: “It is noted that users attend¬ 
ing Tottenham magistrates’ court are drawn from 
some of the most deprived and vulnerable sections 
of the community. 

“It is acknowledged and accepted that some 
people will need to travel further to reach their 
nearest court and for some the journey, if made 
by public transport, may be over an hour - for 
the majority of people the closure will have 
little impact. 

“We are mindful of the infrequency with which 
people need to attend court and the small propor¬ 
tion of people who would use public transport to 
reach court.” 

The government’s justice minister Shailesh Vara 
said: “The decision to close a court is never taken 
lightly, but in the digital age I am confident we 
have measures in place to ensure access to justice 
is not diminished.”

TRADERS are hoping to solve a mystery 
by reuniting a bundle of cherished family 
photos found in the market square in 
Enfield Town with the owner who lost them. 

The collection of 13 photos feature a man 
called Aziz and family snaps. 

Six names were written on the outside of 
the envelope they were found in. These 
include Elif, Mustaffa and George. 

The bundle of memories is being cared 
for by the Old Enfield Charitable Trust, 
which is withholding the names of the other 
three to try and ensure the pictures are 
returned to their rightful owner. 

The bundle also included 16 undeveloped 
negatives featuring a barbecue party, 
complete with cake, along with £40 in cash. 

Susan Foss, from the Old Enfield 
Charitable Trust, said: “We think the lady 
is from the Turkish community. The packet 
include a poem and one of our traders has 
translated it for us.” 


She added: “One of the greengrocers 
found the packet on the ground by his stall 
just before Christmas. We’ve tried to 
track down the owner, but without any 
success yet.

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Retired teacher fears 
for future of libraries

STUDENTS and young people will be 
hardest hit by library closures in the bor¬ 
ough, according to a former teacher. 

Michael Hardyman, of Landseer Road, 
Bush Hill Park, is a retired physics 
teacher and a regular user of the John 
Jackson library, in Agricola Place, off 
Main Avenue, Bush Hill Park. 

Since December the 58-year-old has 
witnessed a series of changes which he 
fears mark the beginning of the end of 
the library. 

Although he cannot get clear answers 
from the local authority on the issue, 
he now understands that Eldon Primary 
School, in Edmonton, has taken over 
the running of the library as the council 
aims to scale back its investment in 
local libraries. 

He told the Advertiser that the music 
room in the library has been closed 
since before Christmas and a study and 
IT area, where he used to see GCSE 
students revising, has also been closed 
off, meaning library users now have no 
tables for independent work, reading 
or study. 

“Not only are there no desks for study¬ 
ing, but the opening times on Saturdays 
have been slashed to just a few hours in 
the morning,” he said. 

“From what I understand, Saturday 
afternoons were the most popular time 


for GCSE students to revise, but where 
are they going to go now?” 

“Our library can provide a child’s 
first experience of being a citizen, of 
belonging to something, taking a 
advantage of a public service and 
having responsibilities.” 

He warned: “Downgrading John Jack- 
son is short-sighted and will be very 
damaging for our community.” 

Last week it was reported that the 
council was seeking applications from 
private organisations to run five libraries 
in the borough, while insisting that no 
libraries were being “closed”. 


An Enfield Council spokeswoman 
said: “The council is one of the few local 
authorities in London which has kept all 
their libraries open in these tough eco¬ 
nomic times and we are committed to a 
comprehensive library service that meets 
the needs of the community. 

“In order to meet these needs we are 
pursuing a range of options for our 
libraries including co-location with other 
parties which provide opportunities for 
services to be brought together at a local 
level and offer more space for the volun¬ 
tary and community sector.”

Volunteers lined up to deliver books to homes 


VOLUNTEERS have been recruited 
to deliver library books, CDs and 
DVDs to people who are not able to 
get out and about to their libraries. 

The move follows Enfield Coun¬ 
cil’s consultation about the future of 
libraries across the borough. 

Part of its plan included increasing 
the number of volunteers from 60 
to 150. 

The home delivery service has been 
extended after the mobile library ser¬ 
vices were cut after the council said it 
was under-used at its 16 venues 
around the borough. 


Helpers from the Royal Voluntary 
Service have teamed up with the 
council to deliver spoken word 
books, along with CDs, books and 
DVDs from the library collection. 

The council hopes it will “build on” 
the work already done by the delivery 
service, which paid visits to 280 resi¬ 
dents every four weeks. 

Heather James, the RVS operations 
manager, visited Enfield Town 
Library, in Church Street, with her 
team to launch the new service on 
Wednesday last week. 

She said the RVS was working with 


a number of councils to provide 
voluntary services. 

“Volunteers for this Enfield library 
service will each be responsible for 
up to ten people,” she said. 

She said the volunteers would talk 
to the vulnerable or housebound resi¬ 
dents they would be helping to find 
out about their tastes. 

“They prepare deliveries and find 
out about their clients’ reading, 
viewing and listening preferences,” 
she added. 

She said that the visits would make 
a difference to people who received 


items from the library. 

The council’s cabinet member with 
responsibility for libraries Ayfer 
Orhan said: “We know that people of 
all ages, who for many reasons are 
unable to get to their local library, 
appreciate the service.” 

She said that the home visits 
offered a social dimension, especially 
for residents living alone who might 
have few visitors. 

The volunteers would drop by 
every four weeks with a variety of 
items the residents could borrow 
from the service, she added.

A COUPLE whose ruby wedding

The princess gave Leslie Cohen 
a fiver to buy his wife Mary a 
bunch of flowers for their 40th 
anniversary after he picked her up 
in his taxi outside the Portland 
Hospital, in central London, a year 
before she died. 

Leslie, now 82, recalls: “She was 
visiting cricketer Imran Khan and 
I took her the 20-minute journey 
to Kensington Palace. She was 
telling me about visiting Imran 
Khan and I told her it was my 40th 
wedding anniversary. 

“She gave me £5 and told me to 
buy my wife some flowers. She was 
quite chatty all the way She was 
one of my favourite passengers.” 

The couple, from Cavell Drive, 
Enfield, will mark the milestone of 
60 years of marriage with a party 
for close family and friends. They 
wed in Stamford Hill in 1956 after 
meeting at a dance in Tottenham 
Court Road. 

They began married life in Green 
Lanes before moving to homes in 
Palmers Green and Southgate. 

Just after their honeymoon they 
won the Beat the Clock contest 
on the Sunday Night at the 
London Palladium show hosted by 
Tommy Trinder. 

The couple faced a tough chal¬ 
lenge juggling cups and saucers, but 


triumphed and won £ 800. Leslie 
says: “Eve still got the original 
cheque. 

“We did cash it and they sent the 
cheque back. We spent it on a tele¬ 
vision and other things for our 


home.” Although it was televised, 
the couple have never been able to 
find a copy of the broadcast. 

Leslie worked as a tailor and his 
wife was a secretary for Philips 
Electrical, in Shaftesbury Avenue, 


and at Royal Sovereign, near where 
Arsenal’s Emirates Stadium is now 
located, before devoting herself to 
caring for their children Lynn, 
Simone and Adrian. 

Eventually, Leslie decided to 
retrain as a taxi driver while contin¬ 
uing with his day job. 

He spent his spare time on the 
London roads and memorised 
routes to tackled the gruelling 
Knowledge test before he could 
earn his licence. 

He said: “If my wife had not 
supported me, it would have been 
quite difficult.” 

He retired as a cabbie when he 
was 80. 

Leslie and his teammates from 
Arnos Bowling Club, in Arnos 
Park, won a place in the Guinness 
Book of Records in 2002 for play¬ 
ing bowls non-stop for 36 hours. 

The record has since been broken. 

Mary, who is 83, said it was tough 
when her husband was out studying 
for The Knowledge, but added: “We 
always got on well. There were 
times when we disagreed, but it was 
a tough time. We each do our own 
thing when we want to, but we do 
things together.” 

The couple enjoy bridge and go 
swimming at Southgate Leisure 
Centre, in Winchmore Hill Road. 

They have asked family and

MP’s claims put 
hospital bosses 
on the defensive 

Osamor alleges 'growing crisis' after patient's death

HOSPITAL chiefs have defended themselves 
against accusations from an MP that there is a 
growing crisis in emergency care in the borough. 

Kate Osamor, the Labour MP for Edmonton, 
and the junior shadow minister for women and 
equalities, spoke out in parliament over an 
incident last year when a patient died in accident 
and emergency. 

In a question to health minister Alistair Burt, 
she referred to a report which suggested that the 
patient’s death was a result of a failing A&E 
department, asking: “Can the minister tell me 
how the government are urgently going to tackle 
safety of care at North Middlesex Hospital fol¬ 
lowing revelations that a patient died in Decem¬ 
ber 2015 after being forced to wait an 
unacceptable amount of time in A&E?” 

The response from the minister acknowledged 
that “work had to be done to improve the quality 
of care in A&E” across the country. 

A spokesman from North Middlesex Univer¬ 
sity Hospital, in Sterling Way, Edmonton, said 
that the death of the patient in December was 
under investigation and a full report into the cir¬ 
cumstances surrounding the death would be pub¬ 
lished in March. 

Mr Burt added that since July 2015 only 66 per 
cent of patients have been seen within the gov¬ 
ernment target of treating most patients within 
four hours of their arrival at hospital. 

The hospital spokesman chalked this up to the 
fact that the A&E department is short of staff as 
it is five consultants down with only nine of 14 
senior emergency medicine posts filled. 


In the run-up to the closure of the accident and 
emergency department at Chase Farm Hospital, 
in The Ridgeway, Enfield, in 2013, patient 
groups warned of the dangers of putting more 
strain on North Middlesex, which now has the 
only A&E department in the borough. 

Ms Osamor said: “I was determined to ask a 
question on North Middlesex Hospital following 
revelations in a report produced by Haringey 
CCG that a patient had died at the hospital as a 
result of waiting too long in A&E. 

“The situation at North Middlesex A&E is an 
urgent one which must drastically improve. 

“The department is of central importance to the 
area, particularly following the closure of Chase 
Farm A&E and the comparatively low level of 
access to GP primary care services in compari¬ 
son to other areas nationally. 

“I will continue to press the government on 
this matter.” 

She is not the first MP from the borough to 
speak out about waiting times at the hospital. 

In 2014, David Burrowes, Conservative MP for 
Enfield Southgate, talked of his ordeal after wait¬ 
ing for 12 hours on a trolley with a ruptured 
appendix before he was taken for tests. 

The spokesman from North Middlesex added: 
“Patient safety is always our number one priority. 
We are working hard to address the challenges 
we currently face in our A&E department, which 
is one of the busiest in London. 

“We have been open and honest about the 
issues and have been working closely with other 
NHS organisations, local partners and patient 
representatives to make significant improve¬ 
ments since concerns were first identified 
last year.”

It seems our MP does not take concerns of

REGARDING the junior doctors’ 
contract dispute - David Burrowes, 
the MP for Enfield Southgate, 
met me and some junior doctor col¬ 
leagues in November 2015 to discuss 
concerns regarding the government’s 
contract offer. 

For a period of more than two 
months following this meeting he 
failed to reply to my correspondence 
concerning this matter and specifically 


IN the library development plan con¬ 
sultation questionnaire which was cir¬ 
culated in December 2014, Councillor 
Ayfer Orhan wrote: “This consultation 
proposes an exciting future role for 
libraries which underlines their impor¬ 
tance, the opportunities they create and 
ensures they remain a valued part of 
local life”. 

In reality, the changes which have 
taken place at the John Jackson 
Library, Bush Hill Park, since Decem¬ 
ber have been wholly negative and 
have more in common with rundown 
and closure than development. 

We are very concerned that the situ¬ 
ation will get much worse in April 
when the salaried staff who have 
worked so hard to make the library 
such a friendly and welcoming place 
are no longer with us. 

If there was a genuine determination 
to ensure a better library service in 
Enfield for the next 20 years, planning 
would have included input from library 
users and taken into account the expe¬ 
rience of other London boroughs. 

In Lewisham, the “community” 
model relying on volunteers has been a 
catastrophic failure. In Brent, the 
council has simply closed libraries 


about what the government actually 
means by a “seven-day NHS”, given 
that emergency services (of which 
junior doctors are an integral part) 
already run seven days a week. 

Since Jeremy Hunt’s announcement 
last Thursday that he intends to impose 
a contact on junior doctors, Mr Bur¬ 
rowes has written to me to say that he 
is satisfied with the government’s 
proposed changes.

ENFIELD RoadWatch is a very 
active residents’ group fighting to 
protect its local green belt from 
development, but our members have 
reacted with disbelief to the tactics 
being employed by the Wren Acad¬ 
emy to squeeze a large secondary free 
school into fields, right next to a suc¬ 
cessful existing school, all against the 
wishes of the community.

Thist signals intent 
to enforce contracts 

'No plans' to refuse implementation of Hunt plan

THE foundation trust which runs 
one of the borough’s hospital’s has 
no plans to refuse to implement the 
new junior doctors’ contract. 

In the wake of the strike by doc¬ 
tors under consultant level in Eng¬ 
land on Wednesday last week, it 
emerged that hospitals with foun¬ 
dation trust status (such as Chase 
Farm, in The Ridgeway, Enfield, 
which is run by the Royal Free) 
have the power to negotiate their 
own settlement with junior doctors. 

Last week’s strike was called 
after the British Medical Associa¬ 
tion rejected Secretary of State for 
Health Jeremy Hunt’s demands, 
which it says, doctors must work an 
increased number of antisocial 
hours for less money. 

Despite reports that hospital 
trusts’ refusal to force the new 
contract on their doctors could 
scupper the government’s plans, a 
spokeswoman from the Royal Free 
London NHS Foundation Trust, 


told the Advertiser. “We believe 
that the contract offered is reason¬ 
able and are disappointed that 
agreement has not been reached at 
a national level. 

“The trust awaits further details 
of proposals for implementation 
and, as in the case of every other 
staff group, has no plans to negoti¬ 
ate alternative local arrangements.” 

Last week’s strike saw five oper¬ 
ations cancelled at Chase Farm. 

The trust issued a statement last 
week pledging that patient safety 
was not compromised in any way 
by the industrial action. 

In the statement, the Royal Free 
said: “We have put plans in place to 
enable us to deliver safe services 
for patients during the strike action. 
All emergency services, including 
our A&E departments and urgent 
care centres, will run as normal.” 

North Middlesex University 
Hospital in Sterling Way, Edmon¬ 
ton, was also affected by the 
strike with all doctors under con¬ 
sultant level working solely in 
emergency situations.

Como el Musguito 
Sadler’s Wells 


THE rhythms of Latin American folk songs, 
slow and soft jazz melodies and melan¬ 
choly songs provide the soundtrack for 
Pina Bausch’s final work, Como el Mus¬ 
guito, which she developed in Chile and 
was premiered just three weeks before her 
death from breast cancer in 2009. 

Throughout the later half of the 20th cen¬ 
tury the German choreographer forged a 
new brand of contemporary dance, based 
on her interpretations of the teachings of 
Kurt Joss and Rudolf Laban. 

Using dancers across the spectrum of 
age, experience, and background she 
became known for weaving theatrical 
moments of abstract dialogue and stylised 
performance into her flowing and ambitious 
choreography and in this, her final piece, 
she returns to her signature motifs and 



themes. Dancers in skyscraper high heels 
and long, lavish gowns sweep across the 
stage with moments of comedy and levity 
interspersed throughout the performance 
which at times clinically pulls apart the 
dynamics of relationships. 

A repeated motif of a dancer’s arm 
wheeling through the air to be met with 
eager kisses from an ardent admirer is a 
sweet moment of seemingly straightfor¬ 
ward flirtatiousness among a series of more 
meditative and sadder solos where the 
sumptuous floor length dresses and long 
hair worn loose mesmerise the audience as 
much as the complex choreography. 

While the theatricality of her earlier work 
remains and the performers are marked by 
the delicacy and subtlety of their acting, 
in this piece she made while unaware of 
the cancer aggressively attacking her body, 
the energy and physicality of the choreog¬ 
raphy is striking, with more emphasis 


given to sheer beauty of movement than in 
earlier works. 

But sudden moments of uncomfortable 
allusions stop the piece from descending 
into cutesy quirks with a female dancer 
clinging to a long poll which is wheeled in 
a circle through the space, conjuring 
images of brutally breaking-in horses and 
training animals - an image which is rein¬ 
forced when she is bound by a rope and 
struggles against her bindings. 

The dancers relentlessly carve up the 
space and with the wit and tenderness 
displayed throughout they show that in 
her final months Bausch’s creative drive 
and energy was perhaps at its most 
powerful.

Young, 

HOWTO BE SINGLE (15,110 mins) 


L OOKING for love, companionship or 
a welcoming port in a carnal storm 
couldn’t be simpler in a 
24-hour digital age of competing apps 
and online dating services. 

You no longer have to practise chat-up 
lines or reject potential suitors face to face. 
A casual swipe of a touchscreen relegates 
unsuitable matches to the scrapheap 
while an array of winks, woofs, whistles 
and growls alerts the lucky few to your 
piqued interest. 

Based on the book of the same name by 
Liz Tucillo, Christian Ditter’s raucous com¬ 
edy drama follows a group of hapless and 
hopeless romantics in New York City as 
they stumble between one-night stands, 
missed opportunities and chance liaisons. 

It’s a glossy and sporadically hilarious 
portrait of sleeping around in the city that 
never sleeps, populated by attractive and 
wealthy people who spend the best part 
of two hours vacillating about affairs of the 
heart when com monsense dictates they 
would be inundated with offers. 

Perky heroine Alice (Dakota Johnson) 
meets her boyfriend Josh (Nicholas Braun) 
at college, but worries that the relationship 
has curtailed her journey of self-discovery. 

“We need to know what it’s like to be 
single...at least once,” she tells her heart¬ 
broken beau, enforcing their temporary 
separation by moving to the Big Apple, 
where she crashes with her sister Meg 
(Leslie Mann), a pediatric doctor immune 
to the charms of gurgling toddlers. 

Alice lands a plum job as a paralegal at 
a top firm, where she is befriended by spir¬ 
ited fellow employee Robin (Rebel Wilson). 


The gal pals join forces in their pursuit 
of handsome bed partners, snagging bar¬ 
man Tom (Anders Holm) and widower 
David (Damon Wayans Jr), who is fiercely 
protective of his young daughter Phoebe 
(Zani Jones Mbayise). 

Meanwhile, Meg is caught off-guard by 
a charming younger suitor, Ken (Jake 
Lacy), and commitment phobe Tom devel¬ 
ops an infuriating crush on one of his cus¬ 
tomers, Lucy (Alison Brie). 


How To Be Single stomps over similar 
ground to the 2009 romcom He’s Just Not 
That Into You, also based on a book by 
Tucillo, and is peppered with the usual array 
of heartbreaks and gushing declarations, 
underscored by a toe-tapping soundtrack 
of Taylor Swift, Guns N’ Roses and Avicii. 

Johnson is a likeable, if slightly bland, 
dreamer, not too far removed from her lit¬ 
tle girl lost in Fifty Shades Of Grey, while 
Wilson injects madcap comic energy 


including various ad-libs that elicit the 
occasional belly laugh. Her potty-mouthed 
riffs in a sauna scene are a particular treat. 

Ditter skips merrily back and forth 
between the different characters, drizzling 
closing scenes with emotional syrup, so 
even the unlucky in love are ridiculously 
fortunate in life. 

Luck be a sex-crazed single lady.

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WIN GIVES BIG BOOST 
TO SPURS’ TITLE BID

TOBY ALDERWEIRELD has 
warned his Tottenham Hotspur 
team-mates that they cannot afford 
to get carried away by their excel¬ 
lent form if they want to remain in 
contention to win the Premier 
League title this season. 

Spurs’ hugely impressive 2-1 vic¬ 
tory at Manchester City on Sunday 
- their fifth win in a row in the 
league - saw them close to within 
two points of table-topping Leicester 
City after the leaders suffered a 
last-gasp defeat at the hands of 
Arsenal. 

But Alderweireld, who has been a 
revelation since joining the club 
from Atletico Madrid in the sum¬ 
mer and again shone at the heart of 
their defence over the weekend, is 
well aware that there is still a long 
way to go in the race for the title. 

“We have to work hard and not 
dream too much, because if we 
dream too much we can fall down 
very quickly,” he said. “We have to 
work hard like we did against City 
and see things game by game. 

“It was a very big win for us, but 
we don’t talk about the title. Our 
goal is to reach the Champions 
League spots, and I think we made 
a good step. There are still 12 games 
to play, so it is a long way. I am 
being 100 per cent honest - we don’t 
talk about the title, because it is too 
far away. 

“We feel if we work very hard, 
with everyone doing their job, that 
we can beat any team. It is not arro¬ 
gance - we don’t have arrogance, 
we just have confidence, and that is 
the difference. 

“In the first half we played very 
well, then we played a little bit less 


well in the second half. But in every 
game this season we have had good 
organisation, and even when things 
are not going the way you want, 
you can fall back on that organisa¬ 
tion and then try to go up front and 
make a goal like we did this time. 

We have a good team that sticks 
together, and that is important.” 

Following a blank first half at the 
Etihad Stadium, Spurs took the lead 
early in the second period courtesy 
of a Harry Kane penalty - awarded 
for a controversial handball deci¬ 
sion against Raheem Sterling. 

Kelechi Iheanacho got City back 
on level terms, but the visitors were 
not to be denied as Christian 
Eriksen scored the winner - much 
to the delight of left-back Danny 
Rose. 

“This result shows that we’ve got 
great character and mentality,” he 
said. “Our morale is superb and 
we’ve got a great manager. 

“We’re not scared of anyone and 
we’ve shown that. People are wait¬ 
ing for us to slip up somewhere, 
and the last two times we’d gone to 
City we’d conceded ten goals in 
total. But we went there to play and 
got a deserved three points. 

“It was a massive result for us. 

We’ve got three more games before 
we play in the league again but long 
may this run continue. 

“Mauricio Pochettino [head coach] 
has instilled a great work ethic - 
one that I’ve not experienced from 
any other manager. He wants you to 
work very hard in training and if 
you don’t then he’ll let you know. 

Once you work hard Monday to 
Friday then it will happen naturally 
in the game. Everything starts from 
training, everything on the pitch 
comes from training and how well

McDonald grabs a hat-trick for Borough 


Pochettino: Fans are right to dream 


ANTHONY MCDONALD scored 
a hat-trick as Haringey Borough 
eased to a 3-0 victory at Phoenix 
Sports in Ryman League Division 
One North on Saturday. 

Borough, who seem to have 
firmly put their early season 
struggles behind them as they 
have come to terms with playing 
at the higher level, dominated the 
match for large spells to seal a 
win which saw them pull four 
points clear of the bottom three 
with multiple games in hand on 
all the sides around them. 

It was McDonald who was the 
visitors’ star performer and he 
ensured that it did not take 
long for their dominance to be 


rewarded on the scoresheet as he 
broke the deadlock after just 
seven minutes. 

Borough continued to look the 
more threatening side and 
McDonald struck again on the 
stroke of half-time to put them in 
a strong position. 

Phoenix Sports attempted to 
mount a comeback in the second 
period but were unable to break 
down the visitors’ determined 
defence and Borough made sure of 
maximum points when McDonald 
completed his hat-trick with 14 
minutes remaining. 

Meanwhile, the continued prob¬ 
lems with the playing surface at 
Haringey Borough’s Coles Park 


ground have led to them switch¬ 
ing their next two home matches 
to Tilbury FC. 

The poor condition of the pitch 
at Coles Park, coupled with con¬ 
tinual bad weather, has led to 
Borough being unable to play a 
home match since December 5 - 
leading to them facing a severe 
fixture pile-up, with 16 league 
games still to play before the sea¬ 
son ends on April 23. 

And, in order to alleviate their 
fixture congestion, Borough 
arranged to play both last night’s 
scheduled match against Aveley 
and Sunday’s encounter against 
table-topping AFC Sudbury (3pm) 
at Tilbury’s Chadfields ground. 


HEAD coach Mauricio Pochettino believes 
that Tottenham Hotspur fans can start to 
dream of winning the Premier League title 
following their win at Manchester City on 
Sunday. 

The 2-1 triumph saw Spurs close to within 
two points of table-topping Leicester City, 
and there is growing belief at White Hart 
Lane that they can be crowned champions for 
the first time since 1961. 

“The supporters are right to dream of the 
title,” he said. “They showed big support 
from the beginning of the season and I say 
thank you to them. It is important for our sup¬ 
porters to believe. 

“It is a very important moment to share 
with our fans. They are always fantastic and 
you need to show and say thank you in differ¬ 
ent ways. This is the way that is most impor¬ 


tant for them to appreciate and show they are 
very important for us. Always in football the 
supporters are the most important thing. 

“It was a very important victory and our 
players deserve full credit for the performance. 
Like always, you need to try and improve 
every day and were are now in a good position, 
but it is too early to talk about titles. 

“Before the game people said it was a big 
test for us and it is important to show we can 
win. We are the youngest squad in the Premier 
League and it is important to start to feel that 
you can win in a stadium like Manchester 
City’s against a big team. 

“The players are a credit and it’s a pleasure 
to work with this team. The character and 
mentality are fantastic. We can say that we 
have the quality, of course, but the mentality is 
amazing and we’ve improved in all aspects.”
